Communist Evicted 


by Armed Guard. |

PARIS, Aug. 10.—In the same. 
great hall «et Versailles where fifty and | 
one years ago the constitution of the 
third French republic was adopted, the 
French senate and chamber of depu- 
ties, sitting as a national assembly, 
today added to its predecessors’ work 
a law which guarantees, as far as they 
can be guaranteed, all creditors of the | 
French state against loss. | 
By a vote of 671 to 144 the assembly | 
amended the constitution to write in 
a law creating a sinking fund for the 
redemption of the floating debt, which | 
will be autonomous and will be pro- 
vided from fixed definite sources with 
a sure income. It was the first time 
the assembly had met to amend the 

constitution since 1884, 
Crush Criticism. 

The law brought out by Premier 
Poincare had been passed already by 
both houses of parliament, and this 
joint session was less concerned with 
its ultimate passage than with the 
dignity which should be attached to 
the action. 

But dignity failed it except in so far. 
as the majority was crushing to all 
the®forces of destructive criticism of 
the economic system under which, fot 
half a century, the third republic has 
lived. 

These 144 members of the chamber 
and senate who recorded their votes in 
opposition made of this solemn occa- 
sion a field day for their rancor and 
their doctrines. Their worst extrem- 
ist, M. Doriot, one of Moscow’s most 
trusted disciples, a young man of pas- 
sionate speech, was thrust from the 
tribune by a Republican guard and es- 
corted out of the assembly. 

Socialists Wage Battle. 

Step by step M. Renaudel and M. 
Blum, Socialist leaders, fought the pas- 
sage of the law, now on procedufe and 
then on principle, amid perpetual in- 
terruption. 7 

M. Doriot's explosion was the tlimax 
of the day. It was just after 8 o’clock 
in the evening and the assembly had 
been sitting at intervals since 9:30 in 
the morning. M. De Selves, president 
of the senate, who presided, belongs to 
that old guard (of whom three sat at 
this assembly) who fifty years ago 
saw the constitution framed. When 
M. Doriot began to preach what seemed 
to him rank sedition he took his hat 
and suspended the meeting. 

Rush Into Mélée. 

But M. Doriot would not leave the 
tribune. President de Selves gave him 
a quarter of an hour during which 
matters became a free fight between+ 
the extremists at each side. When the 
president returned he asked the com- 
munist if he intended to remain. M. 
Doriot nodded. One of the right mem- 
bers, Poitou Duplessis, started a rush 
to the tribune and seized M. Doriot 
by the collar. Immediately the com- 
munist benches poured down to the 
mélée. In solid rank the attendants 
tried to stop the rush and succeeded. 
Above the racket M. De Selvex: could 
not make himself heard, but he gave 
the order that the public galleries be 
cleared so that the public and press 
could see no more of this disgraceful 
riot, which caused the new suspension. 
Once more M. De Selves returned to 
find M. Doriot still at his place. But 
the patience of the president at this 
bolshevik disregard for rule and de- 
cency was far exhausted and he callec 
in the guard. There was a moment of 
tense silerice after all the din. 

One Armed General Ousts Him. 

Gen. Peltier, one armed hero, marched 
in at the head of his men, salut he 
chair, and with a motion of his hand 
to De Selves indicated what was to be 
done. Erect and grave, the generml, 
mourted the steps to where the com- 
munist was clutching his hands nerv- 
ously. | 

“ Monsieur, will you follow me?” the | 

general asked in clear, far-carrying | 
tones. Slowly the communist picked 
up his papers and walked behind the 
rd. 
Immediately the Red song, “ Car- 
magnole,” burst from his comrades, 
but four-fifths of the assembly thun- 
dered back with the “ Marsellaise.” 
Yet Doriot had done his service. When 
he began to talk it seemed that the 
meeting would last al) night. 

But the president put the closure 
jsstie to a vote. The revolt of thd 
Reds was tamed. The final vote gave 
the cabinet’s program a clear victory.

The evidence of the proposed new 
arrests will be based on an interview 
with Mrs. Jane Gibson, the “pig 
woman,’ the state’s chief witness, ac- 
cording to one of the group of investi- 
gators who will attend tomorrow’s con- 


Mrs. Gibson, the. state’s chief wit- 
ness, put her story into the form of a 
sworn statement for the first time this 
afternoon, and in it, it was said, she 
positively identified a man and woman 
as being at the scene of the murder. 


Told Woman's Name. 

Her story, as told four years ago 
and reiterated under oath today, was 
that she saw the Rev. Edward W. Hall 
and his choir singer, Mrs. Eleanor R. 
Mills shot to death on the Phillips 
farm outside New Brunswick, N. J., 
and that she saw “‘a woman in gray 
‘and a bushy haired man” there. 

According to investigators the “ pig 
woman” identified the “woman in 
gray’ by name during her interview 
with the investigators today. 

The statement she made was 
lengthy.

LIFE TERM FOR 
COLORED SLAYER 
OF POLICEMAN 


Though at one time 8 to 4 for the 
death penalty, asked by the state, a 
jury last night decided on life impris- 
onment for Joseph (Lovey Joe) Crown, 
colored, as the slayer of Policeman 
Frank Blazek. 

The case was tried before Judge 
Emmanuel Eller in the Criminal court.

The state's evidence was that Crown 
had been arrested on suspicion of hav- 
ing been engaged in several robberies. 
When placed in a flivver to be taken 
to the Wabash avenue police station 
he grabbed Blazek’s revolver and killed 
the policeman.

Arrested for Two Killings. 

Within the last six months Smith, 
commonly known as “Big” Smith, 
was arrested in connection with two 
murders of riva] gangsters, Isaac Stein 
and Jules Portugese. He was indicted 
in the Stein case and was held in the 
county jail for several months before 
he could raise a bond of $26,000. Ths 
police theory is that revenge for one of 
these killings was the motive for the 
murder, 

Smith and his gang, who gathered 
about a gambling house at 3517 West 
Roosevelt road, were engaged in the 
bootlegging racket, in the disposal of 
stolen goods and in malicious mischief 
—at a price. Other gang leaders who 
were slain in the past had some qual- 
ities that made them popular in their 
own neighborhoods. Smith had none. 

Samoots Amatuna and the Genna 
brothers, three of whom were shot 
down in the alcoho] wars, were noted 
for charitable gifts to the poor. But 
there was nothing of the Robin Hood 
about Big Smith. 


Led Hijacking Gang. 

One of the favorite pastimes of his 
crew was to go out at night, armed 
with ice picks, and puncture tires of 
automobiles they found parked on the 
streets. For this, it was reported, they 
were paid by persons interested in see- 
ing that the automobiles were placed 
in garages overnight. Usually the gang 
‘set its quota at 100 cars a night. 

Another of their activities, according 
to the police, was hijacking truckloads 
of booze. 

Smith, a Roumanian Jew, once 
served a term in Sing Sing prison for 
robbery. He was known in the last 
year as the “ muscle man” for a gang 
of west side thieves and fences. Max 
Schneider, said to have been one of the 
principal figures in this mob, was 
murdered last winter and Smith was 
said at the time to have threatened 
to kill Schneider because he was a 
police tipster.

Stein, on his deathbed, gave the 
information that resulted in the indict- 
ment of the big gangster for that 
killing. 

Jules Portuguese, gangster and 
stickup man, was killed a few weeks 
after he had been arrested as he was 
dashing through State street with jew- 
els valued at $360,001), which he had 
snatched from a salesman.

The fight at that time orig- 
inated with the efforts of the Vatican 
in’support of the Empéror Maximilian, 
and the desire of the Catholic prelates 
to interfere in.the policy of the Mexi- 
can state.

Nor was there any great outcry 
when under the constitution of 1917 it 
was decreed that Mexican priests 
must be the spiritual fathers of their 
people. Even as late as a month ago 
some Catholic laymen told me that 
they supported the state to a large 
extent in its difficulties with the 
church. But that was before the 
meaning of the Calles decree of July 2 
had become clear. 

The Protestant missionaries, pas- 
tors, and bishops were pleased with 
the situation that has arisen. Protes- 
tants openly supported the govern- 
ment, while some American Catholics 
resident in Mexico took the attitude 
that both the church and state had 
got away from the fundamentals of 
the quarrel in defense of an injured 
amour propre.

BRITISH CASUALTIES. 


Uncle Shylock has no right to any of the billions | 
he lent to Great Britain, the London Daily Mail 
says, because England suffered 800,000 casualties | 


| between the time the United States declared war 


and the time that American troops took an active 
part in the fighting. Therefore Britain has repaid 
her loans in blood. ' 


Unfortunately, the facts not sustain the argu- 
ment. America was g to send troops to 
France but was unable’ to do so because Great 
Britain refused during the first months of our par- 
ticipation to put transports at our disposal. We. 
had none of our own. There were two reasons 
for the British policy. One was that. British ‘ships 
which were not already engaged in war service 
were required to maintain British trade and assure 
its profits. The other was that Britain was expect- 
ing to win the war in the next few months by her 
smash at the German lines on the Somme. The 
French had spent their bolt, the British believed, 
and Britain therefore would go into the peace con- 
ference with all the prestige with which her single- 
handed vietory could endow her. Britain looked 
forward to another Waterloe and another Welling- 
ton to get credit for the victory. The presence of 
American troops in Europe might prove embarrasgs- 
ing. If we did not do’ more fighting in the first 
months of our participation in the war, it was be- 
cause the British didn't want us to. 

American officials were advised that if they 
wanted to send their troops across they should 
commandeer neutral ships for the purpose. In 
view of the fact that America had gone to war os- 
tensibly because her rights as a neutral on the 
high seas had been violated by Germany, the ad- 
vice was not then taken. We were not yet fully 
attuned to fwar’s hypocrisies. When continued 
British reluctance to furnish transport made it im- 
possible to get our army to France we did com- 
mandeer neutral shipping. But by that time the 
British were anxious enough to give us ships. 

The expectation that the war would end on the 
Somme had not been realized. The failure was 
followed by the debacle of March, 1918, when Brit- 
ish arms suffered ene of the most disastrous de- 
feats, so far as the loss of men and supplies goes, 
in all the history of warfare, and no doubt accounts 
for a considerable part of the 300,000 casualties to 
which the Mail refers. At once British transports 
were available to carry our army to France. 

Our casualties would have been fewer had we 
had more time to train ouf men behind the lines in 
Europe before throwing them into the battle. A | 
week's training in France was worth severa! 
months in barracks on this side. Britain made it 
impossible for us to give our men the needed 
preparation. We recite these facts reluctantly and 
without rancor, merely to keep the record clear. 
It was not our fault that Britain tried to fight our 
battle for us any more than it was our fault that 
she suffered a severe defeat in the attempt.

A controversy develops over “he addition of 6,240 
men to the army air force. Cengress in providing 
for the building up of an adeqwate air strength left 
it to the discretion of the war ‘epartment whether 
these men should be drawn from the present regular 
army or be recruited from the outside. To add them 
to the pay roll would cost $10,000,000 a year and that 
would interfere with the president's economy program, 
so he is in favor of depleting the army ranks to get 
the airmen. , Thus we should “ build up” the nationa] 
defense by taking men from one set of barracks and 
putting them in another. 

Mr. Coolidge and Secretary Davis will net go far 
wrong if they assume that when the people a year ago 
voiced a demand for the addition of these men to the 
national defense they meant just that The air force 


The regular army has an authorized strength of 
125,000, but it has not been up te that footing in years. 
At present there are 118,000 officers and men to pro- 
tect a nation and its dependencies of 3,743,529 square 
miles. Of this number, 8,000 are officers and men of 
the present air gervice whe will shortly be detached 
and made into the new air corpa. That will bring 
the strength of other branches down to 110,000. Take 
6,240 more and you have fewer than 104,000 left. 
That is more than 20,000 below the authorized strength 
and more than 45,000 below the 150,000 mean-that army 
experts Qeclare a minimum for the army. 

/ ‘To bieed the rest of the army in order to build up 
the air force would not be a true saving. It would 
be false cconomy. It might well in one of these 
statements about government saving that come peri- 
odically from Washington, but it wouldn't look right 
if the nation suddenly found itself in trouble.

COAL PACED BY 
MOTORS IN RACE 
WITH FUEL OIL 


| BY HARPER LEECH. 


The demand for gasoline to operate 
an ever-increasing number of automo- 
'biles will probably not increase at a 
irate less than 20 per cent per year 
'for some time. We will hardly reach 
ithat “ saturation’’ point for automo- 
,biles until the annual replacements of 
| junked cars equal or exceed the pres- 
‘ent annual output of new cars. Use 
of compression devices and better mo- 

tors may after a time lower the 

| amoung of gasoline used per car, but 
'that trend to lower consumption of 
‘motor fugl will be offset to some ex- 
‘tent by an increased use of cars for 
| traveling as the highway system ex- 
| pands. 

For some time to come, then, coal as 
|a fuel will have te face the competition 
| of more crude oil and the fuel oil made 
from it in refining gasoline. But the 
increasing demand for gasoline, in turn, 
with the law of diminishing returns 
working in every developed oil field, will 
continue to decrease the per cent of 
crude petroleum burned for power, and 
will steadily lower the percentage of by- 
products of gasoline, obtained in refin- 
ing, and used to compete with coal. 

As a rule the extraction and trans- 
‘portation of a liquid involves less labor 
‘cost than the handling of a solid, espe- 


shapes. Labor is the main item in coal 
costs, but the labor cost in a ton of coal 
is being reduced at the mine, in trans- 
port and under the boiler. 

Automatic stoking not only saves 
labor but makes more even fires and 
produces more heat per pound of coal. 
| That is one reason why with modern lo- 
‘comotives a pound of coal now moves 
‘a ton of freight further and faster than 
ever Be But it is in the great elec- 
tric power stations where the new econ- 
omies are most evident. And coal ap- 
pears to be pushing fuel oil from that 
field. 


With further improvements of stoking 
and the increasing use of powdered coal, 
which can be handled with a technique 


‘; somewhat similar to that employed with 


‘liquid fuels, we may expect’ further 
| gains of coal on fuel oil in the electric 
industry, but every such gain relative 
to competing oil will be accompanied by 
a decrease of consumption of coal per 
unit of electricity generated. Last year 
central electric stations produced 79 per 
cent more power from fuel [coal, oil 
and wood] than in 1919, with only 14.5 
per cent more coal than in 1919, and 
with 796.428 less barrels of fuel oil than 
were used in 1919. Consumption of fuel 
oil for electric power increased, with a 
slight decline in 1921, year by*year from 
1919 to 1924, inclusive but in 1925 dropped 
to the lowest point in seven years. Such 
advance in the efficiency 
of using coal that last year the output 
of energy per unit of fuel consumed was 
43 per cent ahead of the rate of 1919.

If ever an operatic artist made good 
under trying circumstances, it was 
Giovanni Martinelli in, the perform- 
ance of “ Andrea Chenier” at Ravinia 
last night, for he underwent the ex- 
perience during his first solo of hav- 
ing the theater lights go out, not once 
but three times, with a complete stop 
in the proceedings each time.

Don’t Slap and Mosquito — 
Won't Sting, Is Advice 


Slapping a mosquito is almost as 
disastrous for the slapper as for the 
mosquito, according to Maj. Edwin M. 
Skinzer, engineer in charge of mos 
quito abatement work for the Gorgas 
memorial institute. 

“Human blood is too thick for the 
mosquito to imbibe,” he said. “ After 
she has probed your skin she injects 
a fluid to dilute the blood. This liquid 
causes the sting. If the insect is al 
lowed to finish the meal she draws out 
most of the poison and there are no 
ili effects. But if she is slapped the 
liquid remains and causes trouble.” 

Only the female mosquito bites, the 
major asserted. The male of the spe 
cies, so far as is known, doesn’t eat 
during his two days of life. The fe 
male, however, lives several months.

Average Person Is 
Right. Handed and 
Right Mouthed, Too 


Few people present an evenly bal- 
anced face, we are told by artists. 
Dentists claim that this unevenness 
is not hereditary, as is often supposed, 
but due to muscular action which 
generally favors one side of the 


mouth. 

With a good many people it is not 
only one side of the face that differs 
from the other. The difference is 
marked throughout the body, one eye 
being stronger, one hip being higher, 
one foot or glove requiring an easier 
shoe or glove than the other. 

With rare exceptions, we are a right 
handed race, from which dentists 
draw the deduction, not without sta- 
tistical basis; that the right side is 
favored in all muscular exercise. And 
in no feature is this more marked 
than in the chewing of food. Conse- 
quently the right side of the face is 
better developed than the left, since 
the chewing of food induces peridental 
development and keeps the teeth in 
healthier condition. 

Their statistics prove that the left 
side is more subject to ulcerations of 
the teeth, decays, and inflammation; 
that the left side shows the greater 
number of crowns, bridges, and par- 
tial plates and fillings. 

Curious, I asked a half dozen peo 
ple whether they favored one side or 
the other when eating, and every one 
of them admitted the right was given 
more work to do than the left. Like- 
wise, they admitted more dental work 
on the left as a result.
